people to meet doctor bills appeared today to hinge on whether Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower is for it and how strongly the American Medical 
association may be against it. 


The plan, developed by President

around voluntary, prepaid medical 
insurance financed in part by fed- 
eral and state governments.

When General Maxwell Taylor wa* superintendent of the Military 


Academy, h« lectured the cadet* on the professional offider'* relation 
to the enlisted soldiers who accept his authority but hold him to high 
standard* of ability, courage and impartial honor. 


With a few slight alteration*, hi* text Is strikingly applicable to 


the dutie* of an editor of the American free pres* toward the citizen 
reader. With those alterations I quote from Gen- 
eral Taylor'* statement of the American officers' 
obligation. 


"One has only to read the dally paper* or 


Isten to the talk -which goes on around him and 
in the .hall* of Congress." he said, "to realize that 
American* are UtnaUly critieal <rf-.ioiUtUut«d'' 
authority. The average citizen ia accustomed to 
freedom of speech. He exercises it to the limit. 
He i* accustomed to attacking his political leader*. 
Re sees no reason why the same method* should 
not be carried over to criticism of 'the self-elected 
«r«ttt>rook P»«UT 


stewards of our freedom of the press." (General Taylor'* own words 
at this polnttfvere "criticism of military leaders.") 


"Our pioneer forefather*, who pushed the frontiers of the nation 


to the west, were deeply individualistic. They resisted restraint even 
•to the point of lawlessness. This tradition of disregard for law Is 
visible today in mass picketing, soldier demon*traUons, mob violence 
and, less dramatically, but none the lea* typically, in the thower of 
pop bottle* that fall* around the unfortunate umpire at the ball game. 


"Few of our public enterprises have escaped this American atti- 


tude, thl* love of giving authority the Bronx cheer. Certainly the 
press (army) cannot claim any immunity. Editor* (officers) must 
recognize and expect this attitude in the American people. It is a 
phenomenon which we cannot and probably should not want to 
change because It is a necessary noncomltant of the vigorou* virtues 
which are inherent in most of our citizens. 


"The critical tendency puts the 


editors (officers) to the test. They 
cannot expect' the blind and un- 
critical obedience of the Russian. 
They} cannot expect to receive-a 
respectful hearing by thundering 
editorial platitudes. (Reading mili- 
tary .gospel from a book). No 
American institution- is sacrosanct 
to the American people. 
They 


will criticize all and it behooves 
their Journalists (officers) to be 
on sound ground and know their 
stuff if they expect to carry con- 
viction. 
They must show the 


people the why of things if they 
expect them .to respect the press. 
(Army). 


I continue 
to quote General 


Taylor, substituting references to 
the press where he spoke of the 
military. - 


"This. then, is a rough pic- 


ture of the kind of people to 
whom you. editors will be re- 
quired to give editorial leadrrahip. 
There Is no unanimity as to what 
characteristics are most impor- 
tant in editors. Nevertheless, all 
the great editorial leaders of the 
past and the present have been 
devoted to the welfare of their 
country. I would mention as an 
attribute of the successful editor 
the gift of human understanding, 
the ability to treat American per- 
sons AS individuals and not a* 
masse*. 
Americans resent any 


suggestion that they are without 
individuality, that they are social 
security number*, units of "cir- 
culation" in a survey prepared to 
impress advertisers, and not peo- 
ple. They want to be known for 
themselves and will resist effort* 
to mold them Into an anonymous 
mass. All great editors have been 
suw-saful in convincing their peo- 
ple that they respect them a* In- 
dividuals." 


There" are phases of this discus- 


sion, wherein General Taylor stud- 
ied the perton&l relation of the 
officer 
to troops, which 
are 


sharply inappropriate to the rela- 
tion between the editor and the 
people. 
Of course, an editor 


should know the people, not with 
a 
remote 
and 
condescending 


mmd but intimately and with hu- 
mane symptthy. But the compe- 
tition among editor* or editorial 


executives to cultivate popularity 
for piper* has 'cheapened the 
press even in the eyes of the same 
people who receive prise* for the 
prettiest baby, the best salad 
recipe and other carnival hokum 
It has become a too-Important 
phase of Journalism. 
- 


The general exhorted the cadets 


to know their soldiers Individ- 
ually, an impossibility for editor* 
in large cities. There i* a middle 
ground, 
however. 
The editor 


should not try to be a mother's- 
little-helper, gushing nonsense at 
lunching* and petty indignation 
at grim evening meeting* of pre- 
cinct improvement associations. 
Such baby-sitting is "public rela- 
tion*" and should be assigned to 
that incurably inuie and inoffen- 
sive trouble-shooter who occurs 
in. most chops. 


The editor should read a great 


deal and try to keep hi* mind 
firm 
against 
propaganda 
and 


cliche*. Some editor* have fallen 
into a habit of referring to the 
CIO and the A. F. of L. as "la- 
bor/' knowing, when they take 
the trouble to think it out, that 
"labor" is a word of noble mean- 
ing and that the*e two big Job- 
monopolies do not deserve the 
blessing thus implied. The CIO 
and AFL never have been willing 
to submit to a public test of their 
credential*. They all fight for the 
cloned *hop and the yellow-dof 
union contract. 


The people may have been *low 


to pussle thl* out. but education 
is general now and the people are 
not too long deceived. 


An editor who pretend* to treat 


book* a* literature but, instead, 
convert* his "book review*" into 
political argument*, deceives few 
of the people who have the mind 
that care* for book reviews. Any 
practical Communist, reading the 
book department* of the He»ld 
Tribune and. the New York Time*, 
i* sure to discount the political 
power of thl* propaganda. It 
would be more effective if it were 
not *o raw.

Proper Exercise, Seating 
Important to Good Posture 


It is gratifying that in recent 


yean so much more attention has 
been paid to good posture. Bus 
lines, railroads, airplanes, design* 
ers'of school furniture, and many 
others have come to recognize that 
comfortable seating in good posi- 
tion is of great importance, and 
the design of seating equipment 
has in many cases been consider- 
ably improved. 


The three common postures are 


standing, sitting and lying. Good 
standing posture does not neces- 
sarily mean the position of atten- 
tion required of military men on 
parade. As a matter of fact, long- 
continued standing, at attention 
slows the blood circulation and 
too much blood gathers in the low- 
er extremities. This explains the 
sudden fainting of so many serv- 
icemen on parade. 


In standing, the weight may be 


shifted from one foot to another 
and from the heel to the toes. The 
body, wnch is allowed to make 
such shifts, becomes less tired and 
the muscles less tense. The body 
should be held erect with the 
knees and feet directed straight 
ahead. The abdomen should be 
held flat but not tense. 


The seat used when sitting is* 


important. The trunk and head 
should be held straight above the 
seat or tilted a little forward. The 
height of the chair from the fjoor 
ought to correspond to the distance 
of the legs from the knee to the 
heel. The back of the chair should 
be straight but comfortably fitting. 


Too-low and too-soft seats tend 


to cause poor sitting posture.. Be- 
cause we are not all buftt alike, 
adjustability of seats is desirable, 
though not always possible/ 


Everyone 'spends a lot of time 


lying in bed. Many beds are softer 
than they should- be. This causes 
too much relaxation 
of- 
; some 


muscles and tenseness of'others. 


SOFT BEDS CAUSE: BACKACHE 


Some backaches are produced by 


undesirably soft beds. If this is 
the case, inner-spring mattresses 
may have to be eliminated. When 
the bed has too much sag, a piece 
of plywood can be placed under 
the mattress. Also, some manu- 
facturers make "firm" mattress&s.

Exercise Increas- 
es the supply of.air to the lungs,

He charges the Bonds made 
life so miserable that he moved 
out of the house in April this year.

said one of the nation's greatest 
dangers now Is that of impatience 
which might lead to hasty or 
erratic action sacrificing "the very 
real and impressive achievements 
already In our hands." 


Turning to the loss of China, the 


event which has brought perhaps 
more crtlclsm of Truman's foreign 
policy than any other during his 
administration, the president said 
there have been some burdens the 
U. S. could not shoulder because 
Its resources were not without 
limits.

"China was one of those." he 


said. "With all our material help, 
and it was very large, the govern- 
ment of China was not able to save 
itself. "Let no one think that this 
administration underestimates the 
effects of the Communist victory 
In China. We know that the cap- 
ture of the great Chinese people by 
a clique of ruthless Communist fa- 
natics was a tragic loss to the 
cause of peace and progress in 
Asia and elsewhere. 
We hope It 


will not be an irrevocable loss."

Nov. IS. said today that higher 
home rents were mainly responsi- 
ble for the increase*ln its index. 


The slight rise was not enough 


to prevent the nation's rail work- 
ers from taking a one-cent cut in 
their hourly wages. 


The wages of about 1% million 


railroad workers are tied by union 
contracts to the BLS index. 


They had receiver two cents an 


hour increase in the last adjust- 
ment. 


The new consumer's price index, 


measuring Nov. 15 prices of food, 
clothing, rent, medical care, en- 
tertainment and a host of other 
things, stood at 191.1 per cent of 
the 1935-19M base period. 


The record high, reached last 


August, was also 191.1. 


BLS said the slight increase ov- 


er the Oct. IS index standing was 
due to a six-tenths per cent in- 
crease in residential rents and 
smaller Increases in the price of 
fuel, electricity, miscellaneous 
goods and services and house fur- 
nishings.

sin, Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri. 


Rules governing use of the land 


by individuals will be drawn up 
by the wildlife agency. Freeman 
•aid. 
The agreement must be 


okayed by the secretaries of the 
army and interior before it is ef- 
fective, he added. 


The locks and dams involved

fusal to answer pertinent ques- 
tions before a grand Jury hearing 
evidence in the fabulous stickup. 


Cites Beliefs 


One of the affidavits, signed by 


John B. Greene, a special agent 
of the FBI who head* the Brink's 
inventigation.-Mys that he "has 
reason to believe that Joseph J. 
O'Keefe was one of the partici- 
pants in the robbery. . ." 


A second affidavit says that 


$60.000 in Brink's loot was hidden 
in a house occupied by O'Keefe's 
sister. Mrs. Mary A. Hooley, 37., 


A third affidavit sets forth that 


on July 19. 1950. the $60.000 wan 
transferred to the home of a Mary 
(5'Keefe, identified as Joseph 
O'Keefe's wife..

The fire department is supported 


out of Income from two liquor li- 
censes.

This 
Is only $l;300 more than the origin- 
al appropriation when the depart- 
ment was set up in the late 19th 
century. .-•.,.

According to Fire Chief Adelbert 


Sltler, one major tire could wipe 
out the entire budget.
